Report of School Board. 


To THE ScHooLt BoarRD OF RYE: 

I have the pleasure of submitting to you my first annual report 
and the second in the series of Superintendents’ reports. 

Although I have been with you not quite six months, hardly 
time to learn your local conditions and needs, still I feel much 
has been accomplished, even in this short time. It is the little 
things that have been looked after. Little things in fact, but great 
inresult. You must lay a good foundation if you expect your 
superstructure to stand. To build upon sand for a foundation is 
poor policy. Progressive work is being done in our schools and 
goods results being secured. We now have a good corps of teach- 
ers, 

It is unfortunate that the work in the South school for the fall 
term was so broken up by changes of teachers and the whooping 
cough, but the school is getting into shape. ‘The school has a 
hard name, but there seems no need for this. The children in 
this school are as well behaved as in the other schools, and there 
certainly has been no more trouble with discipline than elsewhere. 
There need be no particular trouble with discipline in any of our 
schools with the class of children now in them, if teachers use a 
little tact and common sense. 

We employ a supervisor of music, and I believe we should also 
employ one for drawing. ‘There seems no good reason why draw- 
ing should not form a part of our school course. Ability to draw 
well is an essential element of education. The chief ends to be 
reached in drawing are the culture of the eye in judging of form 
and the training of the hand in producing form correctly. The 
minds of the children should be trained to an appreciation and 
enjoyment of that which is beautiful in form and color. 

The Normal Music Reader has been replaced with the New 
Educational Music Course, the old histories with Montgomery’s 
revised editions. It is possible there should be one or two other 
changes in sets of books badly worn. Since the district can well 
afford to keep its book supply well equipped, it is poor policy to 
use dirty, worn books, or books that are not of the greatest edu- 
cational value. 
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It seems too bad that a town in the circumstances this is, should 
be satisfied to get along with the strictly rural eight grade school 
room, when towns about us, not as large nor as well fixed finan- 
cially, are semi-graded at least. 

You frequently hear people harking back to the time when they 
went to school. ‘The chances are very much in favor of the con- 
ditions of the two periods of time being decidedly different. 
Twenty-five years ago boys and girls went to school until they 
were twenty-one years of age. ‘Today they are being graduated 


from our schools at the ages of twelve, thirteen, fourteen and 
fifteen years. The same amount of work is being crowded 
into about half the time, besides the extra work, as music, draw- 
ing, etc. ‘The conditions and work accomplished twenty-five 
years ago, or even ten years, is no criterion for today. ‘The pro- 
cess of education has changed and is keeping pace with the rapid 
strides of progress and development of everything else. 

None of us are satisfied to go back to the conditions of the 
past, nor to take a step backward in the progress of civilization. 
Then why, when we are speaking of our schools, do we compare 
them with schools in a past period? Why not look ahead and 
compare them with the schools of the future? 

Now, our schools have done and are doing good work, but there 
is a chance for better schools and better work. ‘To secure this 
the town needs a grammar school. A grammar room could be 
easily provided for and at a small cost by putting another story on 
the school building at the Center. ‘The seventh and eighth grades 
could be brought from all parts of the town to this central school. 
With this condition, you can have just as good schools as any 
of your neighboring towns. 

Arrangements have been made with Mr. Silver, Superintendent 
of the Portsmouth schools, to admit scholars from the eighth 
grade to the High School upon my certificate. This does not 
mean that admission to the High School is to be any easier than 
formerly. Such will not be the case. It does mean that scholars 
who have done good, faithful work may be admitted by the Super- 
intendent’s certificate without an examination. 

I have made seventy-seven visits to your schools. Thanking 
the people for their cordiality and the School Board for their 
loyalty and support, I am,
